On  the  same  ship 
were  many  whose  names  are  on  the 
list  of  British  Columbia's  earliest 
pioneers,  and  of  whom  those  of  the 
survivors  ere  Senator  Macdonald  and 
Messrs.  George  Cook,  of  Metchosin. 
and  Robert  Fish.  One  of  the  first 
forms  of  employment  which  Mr.  Porter 
had  here  as  a  lad  was  on  a  farm  in 
James  Bay.  He  was  engaged,  also, 
with  the  late  Mr.  J,  D.  Pemberton  In 
the  laying  out  of  Victoria.

LONDON,  June  2.— Addressing  a 
meeting  at  Criccleth  this  afternoon, 
Chancellor  I,loyd  George  said:  "The 
great  rock  ahead  of  the  Liberal  party  is 
dissension  in  its  own  ranks.  If  we — 
having  already  suffered  a  few  hard 
knocks  from  it — do  not  heal  up  this  dis- 
sension, we  are  not  Worthy  to  have  In 
charge  such  questions  as  the  leaders  of 
the  Liberal  and  Labor  parties  are  com- 
mitted  to." 

Many  of  Mr.  Lloyd  George's  oppon- 
ents considered  the  result  of  the  Ips- 
wich by-election  a  particular  rebuff  to 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  seeing 
that  he  addressed  the  electors  especial- 
ly on  the  eve  of  the  voting,  when  he  was 
unfortunate  enough  to  say  that  he  con- 
sidered it  the  nuist  important  by-elec- 
tion in  recent  hlstoFy.'"  Since  then  he 
has   hot   broken    silence   until    today. 

Speaking  of  the  demand  of  the  Union- 
ists following  the  Ipswich  by-election 
that  the  Government  resign.  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  said:  "They  demand  that  we 
break  up  Parliament  and  run  away  from 
the  trust  you  gave  us.  What  wretched 
cowards  we  would  be!  Wc  are  not  go- 
ing to  do  it.  The  Prime  Minister  is  not 
made  of  that  kind  of  stuff. 

"Have  you  ever  seen  a  Government 
that  did  not  lose  by-elections?  You 
cannot  keep  up  forever  the  fervor  of  the 
general  elections  of  five  years  ago." 

There  will  be  no  general  election  un- 
til next  year,  said  Mr.  Lloj;d  George  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Bristol  fieanfeasters  at 
Criccleth.  He  forecasted  legislation  to 
improve  the  Parliament  Act  and  subse- 
quent reform  of  the  House  of  Lords.

Later,  as  a  result  of  a 
message  from  Mr.  Clair,  of  Esquimau, 
and  not  because  of  any  Influence  of  the 
Voters'  League,  he  visited  the  scene  of 
operations  and  found  that  the  proposed 
ssub-contractor  had  employed  over  thirty 
men  of  all  nationalities.  Messrs.  Ag- 
new &  Young  immediately  were  inform* 
ed  that  the  terms  of  their  contract  was 
being  violated  and  it  was  Insisted  that 
the  men  be  laid  off  and  only  British 
subjects  employed,  as  had  been  speci- 
fied. The  contractors  had  complied,

While  the  exact  amount  of  the  tax 
rate  tor  the  year  has  not  yet  been  con- 
sidered by  the  finance  committee  of  the 
City  Council,  it  is  expected  that  the 
net  rlite  to  b«  struck  Will  not  be  quite 
twenty  mills.  t.ant  year  the  net  rate 
was  seventeen  and  three-quarter  milla, 
but,  us  fixed  charges  are  substantially 
more  this  year  imd  there  are  a  num- 
ber of  items  of  considerable  magnitude 
which  must  be  provided  for,  an  Increase 
this  year  is  certain. 

Alderman  McNeill,  chairman  of  the 
finance  committee,  stated  yesterday 
that  the  annual  tax  by-law  was  In 
course  of  preparation  and  would  prob- 
ubly  be  before  the  Council  at  Its  next 
meeting.  The  by-law  would  buve  been 
submitted  ere  this,  but  there  were  one 
or  two  works  which  the  Council  has 
recently  had  under  consideration  and 
which,  until  now,  had  not  been  decided 
upon.  Until  the  amount  of  expenditure 
on  these  items  was  determined,  the  total 
expenditure  to  be  raised  from  the  rate 
could  not  be  definitely  fixed. 

Members  of  the  finance  committee 
yesterday  made  a  tour  of  Fairfield  Road 
and  Pandora  Avenue  to  inspect  those 
properties,  portions  of  which  have  been 
expropriated  for  street  widening  pur- 
poses but  for  which,  no  settlement  has 
yet  been  made  of  the  claims  put  In  by 
owners  for  compensation.  'OnsPandora 
Avenue  there  are  about  ten  owners  who 
have  not  yet  been  settled  with.  The 
elaliws  wore  But  ln-two  y»ars. ago  when 
land  values  Were  soaring,  but  the  comr 
mittee  feels  that  now  an  amicable  set- 
tlement can  be  reached  with  each  of 
the  owners  without  recourse  to  arbi- 
tration. The  only  claim  of  importance 
on  that  thoroughfare  is  that  Of  the  B. 
C.  Electric  Company,  and  arrangements 
have  been  made  whereby  the  cutting  off 
of  the  company's  building  at  the  north- 
east corner  or  Pandora  Avenue  and 
Douglas  Street  can  be  proceeded  with 
at  once  without  prejudice  to  the  com- 
pany's claim  for  compensation.  Tills 
claim  will  be  adjudicated  upon  later. 
On  Fairfield  Road  a  number  of  claims 
remain  to  be  adjusted,  and  In  these 
cases,  too.  it  is  believed  settlements  can 
be  reached  without  arbitration  proceed- 
ings. 

The  B.  C.  Klectric  Company  has  in- 
formed the  city  that  an  immediate  shut 
will  he  made  on  the  double-tracking 
of  the  thorough  fare  from  Dallas  Hoad 
to  the  city  limits,  In  order  that  paving 
operations  on  the  street  may  be  started 
at  an  early  date  and  the  long-delayed 
local  Improvement  carried  through  to 
completion.  Much  track  work  must  also 
be  done  on  Pandora,  Avenue,  as  far  east 
as  Cook  Street,  which  will  also  be  paved 
this  year. 

Another  conference  between  the  city 
and  the  B.  C.  Telephone  Company,  with 
regard  to  the  underground  conduit  B]  .«- 
tern,  will  take  place  either  on  Friday  or 
Saturday  morning.  Recently  a  confer- 
ence was  held,  but  no  definite  arranse- 
in-rit  was  made.  The  city.  under 
Its  agreement  with  the  company 
relative  to  the  installation  of  the 
underground  system,  contracted  to 
provide  i lie  easements,  where  necessary, 
for  the  laterals  into  the  various  blocks 
in  the  downtown  section.  The  company 
undertook  this  work,  but  in  a  number 
of  cases  the  owners  refused  to  give  a 
right  Of  entry,  and  the  city  was  called 
upon  to  expropriate  the  required  ease- 
ments. While  the  city  has  statutory 
authority  to  do  so.  the  cost  of  this,  es- 
pecially In  the  present  financial  sit 
tion.  would  have  been  a  serious  item. 
While  the  underground  system  on  the 
streets  has  been  constructed  and  cables 
installed,  the  lateral  conduits  have  not 
been  Installed.  The  company  is  now 
nl  a  standstill  and  has  been  urging  the 
city  for  the  past  two  years  to  take 
Steps  to  BU  quire  easements  needed  for 
the  completion  of  the  system.  On  two 
occasions  the  company  threatened  action 
because  of  the  city's  delay,  but  the  de- 
sire of  both  parties  is  to  arrive  at  some 
amicable  arrangement.  The  conference 
recently  held,  and  that  to  be  held  this 
week,  Is  hoped  to  result  In  some  solu- 
tion   of    the    difficulty. 

DRY  BELT  FARMERS 

APPROVE  NEW  ACT 

Communltle*    in    Interior    May    How    Se- 
cure Adequate  Irrigation  Through 
Iiiui    of    Debentures 


Mr.  William  Young,  Comptroller  <>f 
the  Water  Rights  Branch  of  the  Provin- 
cial Government,  his  returned  from  an 
Important  mission  to  certain  sections  of 
the  dry  belt  of  (he  Interior  In  connec- 
tion with  the  Public  Irrigation  Corpor- 
ation Ac)  passed  at  the  last  session  of 
the   Legislature. 

Tntorvi,  we, |  by  The  Colonist  yeSteT- 
dry,  Mr.    Young  said    that    recent    Icgisla- 

tioi.   under   the  Water  Aqi    promises  to 

some  extent  to  give  relief  to  many  dis- 
tricts In  the  dry  belt.  A  feature  of  this 
legislation  makes  it  possible  for  com- 
munity farmers  to  Join  together  as  a 
water  municipality,  and.  through  thn 
issue  or  debentures,  to  install  a  system 
that  will  serve  the  community  as  * 
whole.  It  Is  obvious  that  such  legisla- 
tion must  fill  a  long-folt  need  in  many 
sections   of   the   Interior. 

Although  provision  has  been  made  for 
the  creation  of  a  water  municipality, 
other  amendments  provide  for  water 
users'  communities,  where  two  or  more 
licenses  may  Join  together  In  "construct- 
ing, maintaining,  or  operating  works." 
It  also  provides  for  mutual  water  com- 
panies, where  two  or  more  land  owners' 
may  acquire  licenses  for  conveying  pur- 
poses; and  it  also  provides  for  land  and 
water  companies,  where  owners  of  large 
tracts  of  land,  who  desire  to  subdivide 
and  sell  the  land  and  secure  a  supply 
of  water  for  the  use  of  prospective  pur- 
chasers, may  organize  as  a  land  and 
water  company,  the  details  of  which  are 
set   out  in   the   act. 

It  may  be  of  Interest  for  the  public 
to  know,  said  Mr.  Young,  that  the  abovo 
amendments  are  the  results  of  a  careful 
study  of  the  requirements  of  special 
districts  In  the  Interior,  It  Is  believed 
that  they  will  fulfil  their  purpose.,  ren- 
dering productive  large  areas  which)  are 
now  neglected. 

The  water  municipality,  or.  as  the  act 
puts  It,  "Public  Irrigation  Corporations." 
In  possibly  \tho  most  Important  amend- 
ment *o  'he  net  passed  during  the  siea- 
slon  of  1911.  The  object  Is  that  a  Urge 
community  may  organize,  Tf.  after  in- 
vestigation, the  a«.hem».'  proves  fea*lht«, 
funds  may  be  raised  through  the  issue 
of  debentures,  as  by  a  municipality  st 
thv  nvoJ«mt    time.  ,^,  ; 

|      This    feature    of    th*  TJLt    is  masting 


with  considerable  attention.  There  have 
already  been  seven  petitions  filed,  be- 
sides many  inquiries.  The  recent  trip 
of  the  controller  was  for  the  purpose 
of  meeting  deputations  at  Vernon,  Rut- 
land and  Naramata.  The  result  of  the 
meetings  in  that  arrangements  are  now 
under  way,  whereby  those  Interested  are 
taking  the  necessary  preliminary  steps 
in  the  matter  of  organising — the  com- 
munities with  their  petitions  and  the 
water  rights  branch  with  Ita  water  In- 
vestigations. «. 

While  absent  the  comptroller  also  at- 
tended to  a  number  of  other  matters 
coming  within  his  jurisdiction.  Every 
district  has  Its  water  problem,  and  a 
visit  from  the  comptroller  always 
means  taking  up  questions  for  settle- 
ment   and  adjustment.

Mr,  John  Musgrave  Returns  to 
Victoria  After  an  Extensive 
Tour  in  Europe  and  South 
American  Countries. 


Dominion  Officials  Well  Satis- 
fied With  Progress  of  Work 
— 'Collection  of  Canadian 
Grasses   for  the  Exhibition, 


Mr.  John  Musgrave,  who  left  Vic- 
toria six  mouths  ago  on  an  extended 
tour  to  Europe  and  South  America,  re- 
turned to  the  city  on  Monday.  He 
visited  tho  chief  centres  In  Europe,  and 
later  crossed  the  Atlantic  to  tour  the 
Argentine    und    Brazil. 

Interviewed  by  The  Colonist  yester- 
day. Mr.  Musgrave  said  that  he  had 
had  a  most  enjoyable  holiday.  In  Eng- 
land he  round  that,  while  there  was 
a  vast  accumulation  of  money,  there 
was  a  decided  feeling  of  uncertainty  as 
to  the  outcome  of  tbo  Ulster  crisis, 
and  this  had  a  dampening  effect  upon 
the  market.  It  was  the  general  opin- 
ion that  as  soon  as  the  Home  Rule 
controversy  had  been  disposed  of,  there 
would  be  a.  revival  of  interest  in  over- 
seas investments,  and  that  Canada, 
which  is  universally  regarded  as  essen- 
tially sound  and  to  have  weathered  the 
tlnanclal  depression  exceedingly  well, 
would  again  receive  much  attention  at 
The   hands   of  investors. 

As  to  the  situation  in  Ulster.  Mr. 
Musgrave  was  much  impressed  by  the 
opinion  prevailing  In  the  best  Informed 
quarters  that  there  were  possibilities 
of  grave  trouble  arising.  Since  he  had 
left  England,  the  outlook  had  bright- 
ened considerably,  he  understood,  but 
during  his  stay  there  the  general  feel- 
ing was  that  civil  war  might  break 
out  at  any  moment,  with  consequences 
to  the\lnited  Kingdom  and  the  Empire 
It  TTOttlfl  he  •<tf|Bffllt  W  forecast. 


During  the  past  week  .Mr.  .1.  H.  Orls- 
dale,  Superintendent  of  Dominion  Ex- 
perimental Stations,  with  Mr.  Angus 
McKay,  Superintendent  of  those  in  the 
West  of  Canada,  has  been  engaged  in 
an  exhaustive  examination  of  the  Ex- 
perimental Uarm  near  Sidney  and  of 
the  work  accomplished  there  by  the 
manager.  Mr.  D.  L.  Spencer,  during 
the  last  two  years.  Mr.  Grlsdalc  ex- 
pressed himself  as  well  satisfied  with 
the  progress  made,  and  gave  authprlza- 
ti,,u  to  proceed  with  the  crop  planting. 
Mr.  Spencer  expects  to  have  the  whole 
area  under  crop  before  the,  beginning 
of   next    month. 

Another  visitor  to  the  farm  this 
week  is  Dr.  M.  O.  Malle.  I'li.I  >..  the. 
Dominion  official  In  charge  or  al>  ex- 
perimental crop  work  at  the  Central 
Experimental  Farm  at  Ottawa.  He  Is 
oui  here  primarily  with  the  object  of 
gathering  together  a  complete  exhibit 
Of  grasses,  which  will  be  shown  both 
here  and  at  the  Panama  exhibition  at 
San  l'ranclsco.  Already  he  has  made 
up  ;i  collection  or  175  Canadian  species, 
or  which  115  come  from  the  Island. 
The  grasses  represent  the  different 
cllmdtlo  districts.  A  study  of  them 
will  give  the  scientific  farmer  a  good 
idea  Of  the  capabilities  Of  any  par- 
ticular locality  for  stock  or  dairy 
farming.  Fodder  crops  are.  of  course, 
a  speciality.  Dr.  Malte  has  a  number 
of  fodder  crop  plots  at  the  Sidney  farm 
and  expects  to  obtain  much  valuable 
data  from  these  before  next  year.  EXe 
has  been  visiting  the  Gulf  Islands,  and 
commented  on  having  seen  baled  hay 
in  the  barns  while  all  around,  and  on 
8aahlCh  Peninsula  in  particular,  so 
n , m.  h    hay   seemed   to  be   going   to   waste.

On  leaving  the  Old  Land,  Mr.  Mus- 
grave embarked  upon  one  of  the  fine 
steamships  of  the  Royal  Mall  Steam 
Packet  Company'  and  set  out  for  the 
Argentine,  This  proved  a  most  delight- 
ful trip,  as  there  were  so  many  ports 
of  call  that  the  voyage  had  no  chance 
to  become   wearying. 

Mr.  Musgrave  was  born  in  the 
Argentine,  and  has  a  brother  living 
there.  His  visit  to  the  republic  was 
naturally  attractive,  therefore,  but  he 
says  that  he  was  much  impressed  with 
the  tremendous  natural  resources  of  a 
country  which  is  one  of  the  most 
picturesque  and  beautiful  in  the  world, 
and  which  unquestionably  has  a  very 
great  future.  Buenos  Ayres  is  a  fine 
city  of  over  1,500,000  inhabitants. 
Though  the  streets  are  narrow,  then- 
are  some  very  fine  buildings,  and  the 
place  is  beginning  to  take  on  the  at- 
mosphere of  Western  civilization  in 
many    ways. 

The  chief  exports  from  the  Argentine 
are  cattle  and  wheat,  though  from  the^ 
character  of  the  country  generally, 
with  its  fine  climate,  there  seems  to 
be  no  limit  to  the  pursuits  of  industry. 
A  vast  quantity  or  English  capital  has 
been  Invested  there,  nut  during  the 
occasion  of  Mr.  Musgraves  visit  he 
found  that  the  world-wide  financial 
depression  had  made  Its  Influence  felt 
In  that  remote  corner  of  the  world  and, 
as  a  result,  business  conditions  wer< 
not  very  active-.  This  applied  also  to 
conditions  In  Brazil,  Which  was  next 
visited. 

Mr,  Musgrave  heartily  endorses  the 
action  of  the  Board  of  Trade  which 
recently  tnemoriaafaed  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment to  appoint  an  agent  to  report 
on  the  possibilities  of  trade  between 
the  western  seaboard  of  Canada  and 
points  In  South  America.  He  Is  of  the 
opinion  that,  with  the  opening  of  the 
Panama  Canal,  there  will  come  oppor- 
tunities to  vastly  increase  the  trade 
of   this  country   with   South    America. 

Mr.  Musgrave  Is  glad  to  return  to 
Victoria,  and  s»ld  that  conditions  here 
would  be  found  to  improve  steadily 
from    now    on.
